1 WASHINGTON, April 17.—The resolutioa 
•for an investigation oC recent bond isgufia 
was taken up In the senate yesterday, and 
JMr. Hill made a sensational and dramatic 
JBpecch in opposition. The New York ser.- 
ator defended Secretary Carlisle and his 
admlnistrnclou of the treasury against; 
those insinuations of irregular!cy, and 
showed rhc prevalence; of charges of this 
characrerhy vending: the charpes made by 
Senator Chandler against the friends of 
Mr. ilcKinley. 


As a further evidence of the pre-valence 


of charges, Mr. Hill spoke of the supar in- 
vestigation, which, he said, one senator, 
referring to Mr. Quay, had frankly ad- 
mitted tbat he bought sugar stock, and 
had a rlphD to buy it, and today that sena- 
tor was the favorite son of the leading Re- 
publican state as a candidate for the pres- 
idency. ' 


"This is a Populist resolution," declared 


Mr. Hill, "and Is improperly uraed by tho 
senator from Kansas (PefferV It has its 
inspiration in the Populist party. It has 
its inspiration In the Populistic opposition 
to all bonds." Mr. Hill said this resolu- 
tion was resented without formal charges, 
•without specifications, 
without allega- 


tions of Tvrongdoing-. irregularity or cor- 
ruption. It was, rts had been admlcted by 
the senators clamoring for a bond iuvesii- 
gntion, a- men* concussion to public curi- 
osity. Ic was n fiasco. 


It was belittling to the senate that 


ic should at this time seek to cast doubt us 
to the action o£ the secretary at the treas- 
ury in issuing bonds. Under the law of 
1ST9 the authority to issue bonus was un- 
questionable. Icgare chis secretary of the 
treasury and chose to follow him the right 
to issue bond's. 


Mr. Hill said that while the author of 


the resolution vcas anxious to "throw 
mud 011 government officials," yet he hesi- 
tated to use the ^vord ''secreiary'J, and had 
struct out tbe word. ""What senator dare 
rise in his place," asked Mr. Hill, "itnd 
utter iho slander Lhac che secretary of the 
treasury or some of his subordinates hove 
received some compensation, some reward? 
There is no 
nuswer. This is a mean, 


.contemptible insinuation, noc a direct 
charge." 


Mr. Hill went on to ask why the au- 


thors of this re.solution, if they really be- 
lieved their insinuations, did *ot» propose 
impeachment. If what they insinuated 
was true, then au impeachablc oCEen=o 
had been committed. 
After showing cbe 


need of raising revenue by bonds, when 
tho Dinglcy tariff bill failed, Mr. Hiil 
added: "Instead o^an investigation, tho 
secretary of th2 treasury ,should ha^ a 
vote of thanks of the senate for sustaining 
the credic of the government." 


Mr. Sretvarc interrupted frequently, at; 


last asking: "Is the administration op- 
posed to this investigation?" 


On HIa O-srn Hook. 


'Tarn not authorized to speak for the 


administration," replied llr. Hill in ring- 
ing toues. "I have never exchanged u 
•word on this question vrith any officer pf 
the government, high or IOTV, and never 
•will. "Why, tbe'secretaryloC the treasury 
has never even answered the courteous re- 
quest for information which I framed. I 
oppose these resolutions because they em- 
brace silly; foolish, unworthy proposi- 
tions. I would oppose 1C whether a Re- 
publican or Democratic secretary was in- 
volved." 


Mr. Hill arraigned the Populist senators 


in scathing tcirms. 
He firsc described 


them as tho ,"Tailors of Tooley street," 
•who goc together and solemnly said: "We, 
the people of England." He characterized 
them as "deserters" from the old parties 
who had "polled their grievances." They 
had offered' their votes for fale, or rather 
for exchange, ou the tariff question wheu 
1C came here; Thevars meu of no fixed 
ideas, said he. They are the advocates of 
disorder and scandal. 
The Populist parcy 


Thrives on scandal. Their main purpose 
Is to throw mud ac the Democratic and 
Jiep'ublican parties, "And the time has 
comc,:i declared lie, "for che old parties to 
take common^cAUae against these men." 


Referring to the silver movement;, Mr. 


Hill spoke of the profound agitation and 
discussion throughout the country on the 
silver question. 
"This administration 


says," Mr. Hill wenC on, " 'We found the 
gold standard established here and \vill 
maintain Jv.' They may be wrong. t You 
may differ from them, BUG it is un- 
v'orthy of any supporter of silver to adopt 
this means of undermining them." 


The senator caused great amusement bj 


reading a letter he received from Missis- 
sippi, asking him to have tha senate in- 
vestigate the<loss of a silver dollar se^t in 
the mail. The writer said in the course of 
Ihe letter: "lam in favor of you for presi- 
dent iu 189SV" As Mr. Hill read this, he 
added, jocularly: . "That - man 
has com- 


mon sense." 'The letter asked for a senate 
Investigation", Mr. Hill said he thought 
be would make this amendment to the 
bond investigation 
f 


Ac this poLnG-Mr. HilL exploded a dis- 


tinct sensation. He said the prevalence of 
charges .of irregularity and wrong was 
eliown. by che receut public allegations of 
Senator Chandler that the friends of Mr. 
McKinley were conducting n "boodle 
cnmpnign." .Mr. Hill'said he had noching 
to say againsc Mr. McKinley. Ho ad- 
mired him for bis courage. He says he is a 
candidate, Instead of saying he is "In the 
hands of his friends." 


"I liad supposed M>. McKinley was 


making an.honorable canvass," proceeded 
Mr. Hill, "and I was startled ac reading 
in my maraliig paper the headlines: 
'Campaign o'f Boodle,' 'Can the Republi- 
cans Meet the !Fac Prylug Issue Agaiu-" 
'Deplored by Senator'Chimdler— the Now, 
Hampshire Senator Calls Upon the Ohio 
Champion' of Protecrion to Repudiate che 
Methods Accredited to. His Agents,1 etu." 


The Chandler chnrpes were sent to tlie

Experience is a great teacher. 
What- 


ever yim learn from that source you learn 
for life and never forget. 
-But we are told 


that Experience keeps, a very dear school 
and yet that fools will learn in no other. 
IE every man could live his life twice over, 
he could make great improvements on the 
second trip, by applying ths experience 
gained on the nrst. But as no man can 
live two lives or double his experience, in 
order to achieve the greatest success pos- 
sible, he must draw from the experience 
of others. He can find many models for 
imitation, many cases just like his own, 
many illustrious examples both from the 
present and the past. Why not follow up 
the lives of otber men, and benefit by 
their example? 


This Ls one of the surest \vays of avoid- 


ing mistakes, of escaping failure, and of 
attaining success. 


Experience in practical life will teach 


the close observer that very 
frequently 


small and apparently insignificant things 
affect, a man's whole life for good or for 
ill, for Letter or worse. 


When you are undecided, puzzled or 


perplexed as to -which of two or mote 
courses you should follow, what a trifle 
thrown in for or against any patticular 
course willdomiuate j'our decision? - 


It is at such periods that the experience 


and the counsel of others, preferably of 
our seniors, may prove valuable. While 
it is right that the young man aspiring to 
success, should have a mind and an in- 
dividuality of his own, yet he cannot 
afford to disregard the experience of oth- 
ers, or the adTice of those who are older, 
wiser and abler than himself. 


The potent influence of a single word 


under certain conditions is thus beauti- 
ully expressed by the poet: 


"Sometimes one little word 
"Whispered sweet and fleet, 
ThflC scarcely can te heard 
Oar ears ^vill sadden meet. 
And all life's boars nlong 
That whisper may vibrate, 
And like the wizard's song 
Decide our every fate." 


Knowing 
then the susceptibility of 


human life and action to external influ- 
ences, I um encouraged to believe that in 
trying to give you some practical advice, I 
may open to your view new avenues of 
self-culture, more accurate tests of your 
own aptitudes and capabilities, new path- 
ways to success; and may induce some'of 
you to adopt a course different from-that 
you now pursue, the one best calculated 
to call into activity all your latent talent 
and energy in the improvement ol your 
condition in life.

Ear]y Training. 


Wordsworth has said that "the child is. 


father of the man," meaning that the 
foundation for failure or success in man- 
hood is laid in childhood, in the training 
received.be it good or be it bad. Youth is 
the springtime of life, when1 the seed 
should be sown to bear fruit in after years. 
I£ the seed time be neglected, the harvest 
will be of bitter disappointment, unless 
the neglect of youth is repaired by severe 
toil in after years. 


Education should be the great aim of 


every young man and every boy. Addi- 
son in speaking of sculpture says "astatue 
lies hidden in a block of marble, and the 
sculptor only finds it. 
What sculpture is 


to the mock of marble education is to the 
human soul. 
The philosopher or the hero, 


the svise, the good or the great man, very 
often lies hid and concealed in a plebeian, 
whicb. a proper education might Lave dis- 
interred and brought to light." 


The .sources of education are innumer- 


able in this country. 
Every young man 


who can secure the opportunity, should 
procure a high school education; but for 
those who fjill short of that before going to 
work, there are many fields open. 
There 


are evening schools and private schools of 
different kinds whereiu special branches 
can be studied at will. Reading, writing, 
ju-ithmetic, gramnvir and English composi- 
tion are the branches which will best repay 
the young man's careful study. Should 
ho require; familiarity with any other 
branch such as bookkeeping, he must give 
it special attention. 
History and all the 


other branches of a sound English educa- 
tion will come in order, und can b« mas- 
tered by the diligent student who wants 
to succeed. 


Should any youne man aspire to 'a col- 


lege educalion, ha requires only the proper 
determination to secure it. 


Of course he mnsc first have attained the 


stage of progress that will enable him to 
enter college. Hundreds of poor boys pass 
through college and pay their own ex- 
penses by working outside of the hours for 
study. 
The wherewithal to feed and 


clothe himself is the student's main con- 
sideration, for there ore dozens of colleges 
at which a student will be allowed to at- 
tend free of charge. Any ot tbe leading 
papers of the country such as the Boston 
Globe or the 2Sew York Sun, -will freely 
give a young man all the information he 
wants on this point. Some of tha s^est 
men tbis country has produced, supported 
themselves at college until they finished 
their education. 
Then they -began a 


oarecr of success far outshining that of the 
boys who depended upon parents to sup- 
ply all their necessities until they . had 
paysed through-college, and either entered 
business or embarked on their career as 
private gentlemen, unfortunate beneficia- 
ries of some rich relative's generosity. 


It is a very grave mistake for a young 


man to suppose that if he gets a good edu- 
cation, viz: if he takes - a high school 
course or a college coarse, his success is 
assured. 


We all hove abundant evidence to tbe 


contrary. 
How many -high school grad- 


uates, ot bow uiiny graduates of, colleges 
do wo see lending worthless livea as per- 
petual candidates for genteel jobs whioh. 
they seldom find. 


'They mr.y be competent to fill some of 


t!i« "gen'^el" positions they seek; but the 


bjUii li ty is, that their inferiors in book 


knowledge will fill those places much bet- 
ter. : . ' . ' .

Mrs. O'Leary's cow 
was of little account, but with a single 
kick the animal laid the whole city of 
Chicago in ashes. But other and less for- 
midable examples of little things destruc- 
tive may be given. A disease germ, too 
small to be seen by the naked eye, if it 
jets hold on the system, may cause death. 
A slight cold may develop a fatal illness, 
the sting of a wasp or the bite of a gnat, 
may poison the blood and cause.death. 
But to be more commonplace take a 
watch. 
It is a nice piece of mechanism, 


but if the slightest grain of dust gets 
among the pinions, or if the mainspring 
be broken, the whole i.s absolutely useless, 
and so with most machines. 


Suppose it be an article of furniture iu 


astore. The slightest flaw jvill-greatlv 
reduce the value. As a rulo nobody wants 
an article which shows a flaw, ••beciuise.'in 
many cases a slight flaw changes an other- 
wise good article to a useless piece of 
lumber. 


Xow as it is with a watch, or B machine, 


or a piece of furniture, BO the slightest de- 
fect, the merest trine, may render your 
success impossible, despite the possession 
of many good qualities. The defect may 
be physical, meutal or ethical;.It may be 
an error of judgment, it may be on Indis- 
creet word, a little neglect, a little cow- 
ardice, a little procrastination, or any one 
of an inconceivable number ol little things 
destructive that will circumvent all your 
life's efforts to attain success and inake 
failure inevitable.
